ionaries was set for this morn- 
ing. 
Meanwhile all military.op- 


erations have been suspended. 


The truce was arranged dur- 


ing that night and will continue 
until the conclusion of the con- 
ference. 
Mayor Gigante of 
Fiume and Captain Hostwen- 
turi, in whose hands D'Annun- 
zio placed the defense of the 
city, will be the spokesmen "for

The fiercest fighting occ.urrecl west 
ot Fiume, where regulars reached 
the public gardens. When they had 
forced their way that far they found

' dens had been transformed into ma- 
chine gun nests, from which a terri- 
lic fire was pouring upon.them. 


A_n armored car advanced against

It is admitted that trade is slack" and business 


will not pick up until labor Is 'again employed 
and wages are being paid out from factories and 
in all industries. That is the key to the .whole 
situation so far as the finances of the nation are 
in concern. It is therefore of the utmost neces 
city to g-et labor on the pay roll as soon as possi- 
ble. Consumption of farm products also has been 
cut to n, .low figure because of the closed factory 
doors. Prices, depending on demand for products, 
have fallen as one of the results of the low con- 
suming powar of the men who form the army of 
. .ihe-etriplbyed. 


There Is dt course no law which may compel 


anyone to employ labor so far as statutes are in- 
volved, but there is » higher law which may de- 
mand of the employer and the citizen having 
work to do, to speed up and take advantage ot 
the opportunity presented for doing things now 
and to give -willing labor * chance to become an 
earner. 


In Southern Wisconsin we may find many rieed- 


ed thl-ngs to do, and this is the time to do them. 

Get the wage 
money in'the channels ot trade.

ACHIEVEMENTS OF CITT MANAGEMENT. 
City management has many achievements to 


its credit. 
Grand Rapids, Mich., has .the lowest 


tax rate of any city in Mlchipan. It pays its city 
manager »5,0'00 a year. Portsmouth, Va.,'in its 
first year under a city manager saved ?44,000 to 
the taxpayers and'proceeded with a program of 
many improvements. 


When "Wheeling, W. Va., adopted the city man- 


ager plan, it had an empty treasury and a deficit 
ot unpaid accounts of ?3S,S35. 
In one year it 


paid the deficit, raised the wages of afll city em- 
ployes, saved- »12.000 «n salaries by combining 


' office*, provided the city with a complete new 


motor fire apparatus, wiped out the red light dis- 
.trlct, stopped the gambling:, gave the city a new 
electric lighting system -without extra expense, 
aaved ?20,000' a year. von electric current and 
»0,600 a year, on new gas contracts, made a-con- 
tract so that the traction company paid half the 
coat of two new bridges, settled the garbage prob- 
lem and saved ?50,000, recovered $125,000 from 
,the county which had been withheld against a 
court decision, got ?25,000 in cash from the tele- 
phone company because the old citsT government 
had aigned away the rights of the city in a mer- 
ger contract, sold the old city gas plant for 
$18,000—it had cost $24,000 eight years before— 
«nd accomplished T. number of other things. 
Wheeling pays its manager, .a former traction offi- 
cial, JS.OOO a year. 


Waltham, Mass., In the 'first 11 months ot city 


manager conduct of affairs, actually saved the 
city ?30,353, reduced the debt »80,000, and gave 
.the city the lowest tax rates in three years. And 
.thla with a bigger and more important program 
of city improvem«nts than in many years. San- 
dusky, Ohio, hua returned a surplits where there 
was a deficit. Ashtabula, Ohio, after three years 
of city management, was $132,0.00 better off. Al- 
Toitciuerrtue, N. M., reduced Its deficit.

But it cannot establish itself and never 
will so long as citizens do not take a deeper Inter- 
est In the government o£ the city than in the past. 
The responsibility of the 
stockholders in the 


municipal corporation Is larger than that In a 
private organization since the only profit that can 
come to one is ns a result of the fewest manage- 
ment. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29. — That Congress is 


an old-model machine in b.ad repair, and must be 
rebuilt and equipped with, a new'starter, is an 
opinion which is now being heard from authori- 
tative sources. 
And the case ug-alnst the con- 


gressional system seems to be a good one. 


One of its minor flaws is exhibited right now 


in the fact that, after -ejecting a new administra- 
tion, we must wait four months or so before it 
can go into action against the many difficult 
problems that confront it. 
The old administra- 


tion is naturally going to mark time, as outgoing 
administrat'Ions always do. 
Little ' matters like 


taxation, Haiti, and Mexico, it will leave to em- 
barrass its successors of the other party. 


But that ia only 
one of a. number -of ways In 


which Congress, as a machine, -wor^s poorly be- 
cause of the way it is designed. It seems to have 
been intended to work much as the British par- 
liamentary system docs, but to have failed. 
A 


least, that is the opinion of Woodrow Wilson 
whose book on constitutional .ffoverriment in th 
United States was a standard- long before he wa 
President, and still "remains so. 


"The President of the United States was in 


tended * * * to be a- reformed and standardlte 
king," he says, "and Congress was meant to b 
a reformed and properly regulated Parliament. 


But the framers of the Constitution -did thoi 


work none too well in the first place, and tim 
has changed it a good deal. Today the Cohgresi 
of the United States is remarkable chiefly for it 
unwieldiness and irresponsibility.

The chief fault of it, the critics seem to aprec 


vli,es in the fact that the men. who design the law 
have little to do with enforcing them, and ihos 
wh,o have to enforce them have little to say ir 
framing them. 
Irr other words, the thing work 


out as an elaborate system for the passing of thi 
buck. 


This can best be understood by comparing ou 


congressional system with the British parlla 
m«ntaryc system, of which it seems to be a poo 
imitation. In each there is a chief executive anc 
a legislative body with two branches. 
There the 


similarity'ends. 
In England .the chief executive 


is the prime minister who is appointed by th 
crown, in theory at least. 
He 1'orms a Cablnc 


from the members of his own party iri parlia 
ment. These men are the heads' of the executive 
branches of tire Government, juat as our Cabine 
Members are, but they also retain their seats in 
Parliament and are made there to defend thel: 
measures and motives. 


Furthermore, the. Cabinet of EnglancT" origi 


nates all Important legislation. If the Ho^use o 
Commons refuses to support its legislative pro 
gram, then the Cabinet resigns and 'a new prime 
minister forms a new Cabinet. If the Parliament 
on the other hand, supports and passes the Icgls 
la^ive prog-ram -offered by the Cabinet, then it is 
up to that some Cabinet to prove that those laws 
will work. 


It Mr. Harding appoints Charles Evans Hugrhes, 


secretary of state, it may be said at once that he 
Is not asking for a man whose mind runs on the 
»ame track aa the president's. 


NOT MADE IN GERMANY. 


Toy manufacturers ot America have sent out 


«. circular wh!ch has a larger interest than the 
usual trade circular to the average man. At re- 
tall valuation It is shown that about $100,00,0,000 
worth of toys were on the market this year. 
In 


times past practically all of these would have 
come from Germany. But in- this year we have 
fully $80,000,000 worth ot these tovs made In 
'America;' $10,000,000 were made in Japan, ?8,- 
000,000 only in Germany, and $2,000,000 came 


Iri our Congress the Cabinet Members not only 


have no seats \n Congress', but • they have_ no 
originative power over legislation—or at least 
practically none. There are two chief results ol 
this so far as the Cabinet Officers are concerned 
In the first place, the President and his Cabinet 
are called upon to execute whatever laws Con- 
gress chooses to pass; there is no certainty of har- 
mony bet-ween them. 
In the second, place the 


Cabinet Officers are 
not subjected 
to 
effective 


criticism. 
Almost anyone can think of a few 


Cabinet Officers who- would have a hard time 
holding their jobs if they had been forced to de- 
fend ^he administrations of their departments on 
the floor ot the House; 
( 
The results of: the system, so far as Congress Is 


concerned, are essentially the same in that they 
also make for Irresponsibility. 
The real'origi- 


native source of our laws is in the Committees 
of the House. 
There are a great many of these 


committees. 
Bills introduced are referred 
to 


them. 
They report only what Jjiils they choose 


to report, and usually these are bills.drawn up 
by the committee itself and bcarlnsf'the1 name ol 
the' chairman. These bills are debated and,fought 
over on.the floor of the House, it Is' true, 'b'tit the 
size of the House, the number who wish to be 
heard, and the immense amount of business to 
be transacted, make this debate perfunctory and 
inadequate. 
In the Senate the bills gret a great 


deal more real deliberative' considerafldn. 
But 


differences between the House and the Senate 
must be compromised in the conference com- 
mittee, usually in great haste at the end of n. 
session.
